appears to have been 
drafted with an 


eye single to the creation of office and 
securing 
the salaries 
of the incum- 


bents thereof. 
Ifthe county is divid- 


ed into but two districts there will be 
some 
fifteen or 
more 
officers, all of 


whom are 
to be liberally paid for a 


small amount of service. 
The bill is 


full of talk about officers and their sal- 
aries, 
but 
very little is said 
about 


water. 
There 
are very explicit 
in- 


structions as to how the officers are to 
be elected, but beyond the drawing of 
their salary we have but the vaguest 
information as to what they are to do 
after election. 
There is a very clearly 


drawn section defining tbe penalty for 
the 
non-payment 
of irrigation tax, 


but what is to be done with the mon- 
ey?if any is left after paying the offi- 
cers' salary?no 
satisfactory 
instruc- 


tions are given. 
What shall be done 


with the water 
of private 
artesian 


wells already dug is laid down in lan- 
guage unmistakable, 
but of how and 


when 
ether wells 
are 
to 
be 
bored, 


mthing 
is 
said. 
That every man's 


farm 
shall be 
taxed 
for 
irrigation 


funds is distinctly stated, but that any 
farm shall be supplied 
ivith water is 


not even vaguely 
hinted at. 
Every 


provision is made for the issuance 
aud 


sale of bonds, but except for tbe pay- 
ment 
of the officers' salaries, 
what 


shall 
be done 
with the 
proceeds 
of 


these bonds, no man knoweth. 
Sure- 


ly General McConnell nor any other 


member of the Legislature from Los 
Angeles county will urge the passage 
of this bill. 
It imposes a heavy bur- 


den of taxation 
on the farmer, 
and 


gives nothing in return except the sal- 
aries of the officers. 


The State Agricultural Society. 


The officers of the State Agricultur- 


al Society are not happy. 
The Legis- 


lature manifests a decided 
disposition 


to withhold the usual 
appropriation 


from the State Treasury, 
and 
without 


this mouey 
the 
society 
cannot 
but 


drop behind the 
distance 
pole. 
It is 


time for the State Agricultural 
Socie- 


ty to go into liquidatiou and wind 
up its affairs. 
It has 
never 
been 
a 


State Agricultural Society 
except in 


name. 
Its real name should have the 


Sacramento ring for extracting money 
from the State 
Treasury. 
The State 


has never been represented 
at the 
an- 


nual fairs of this Society. 
A few of 


Sacramento's 
citizens 
have 
managed 


the affair, 
and 
Sacramento's 
people 


have pocketed the money and the pre- 
miums. 
The Legislature 
has appro- 


priated 
over $80,000 
of the 
people's 


money to this Society, and though it 
is now some 
$10,000 
in debt, It has 


comparatively nothing to show for the 
money received 
or the indebtedness 


incurred. 
It has been apolitical 
ma- 


chine, run in the 
interest 
of the 
Re- 


publican party, and 
a jocky club in 


whose races no one had sufficient con- 
fidence to believe that the best 
horse 


would win. 
The property 
of the 
So- 


ciety is hardly 
worth 
the 
money it 


owes, and the Society does not possess 
the confidence or respect ofthe people. 
It is no credit to the State, 
and the 


sooner it is closed out the sooner coun- 
ty and district 
fairs will begin 
to 


thrive and prosper. 
We hope that by 


refusing 
further 
appropriation, 
the 


Legislature willknock the State Agri- 
cultural Society on the head. 


The County Funds. 


It has been asserted 
by a sheet pub- 


lished in this city, that has no object 
in view save that of its own existence, 
that the purpose of the Herald iv 
urging the settlement 
of the estate of 


Temple 
& Workman in the Bank- 


ruptcy 
Court 
was to disqualify Mr. 


Temple from 
holding 
the office of 


County Treasurer. 
Until the 
state- 


ment was made the idea of disqualifi- 
cation 
never occurred 
to us. 
If we 


had given the subject 
thought 
at all 


we should 
have reached 
the conclu- 


sion that the inexcusable,if not crimi- 
nal, management 
of his buiineM by 


those 
to whom be had entrusted 
it, 


had 
so far disqualified 
Mr. TEMPLE 


from holding the office lo which he 
bad been elected 
that 
the discussion 


of the question 
was entirely unneces- 


sary. 
In fact, if not in law, the bank 


of Temple & Workman is a defaulter 
to the city of Los Angeles In tiie sum 
of $23,000, aud according to the report 
of the assignees 
Mr. Temple is him- 


self a bankrupt. 
He is not, therefore, 


qualified 
to fill the office of County 


Treasurer. 
The question of his right 


to delegate his office to another is one 
rather 
for the decision 
of the courts 


than for newspaper discussion. 
With 


the paper alluded to at tbe beginning 
of this article the legal or moral right 
to do a thing in no way interferes with 
its support 
of the measure, 
provided 


its own ends are attained thereby. 
It 


has but one aim and purpose,which 
is 


to live,and to do this it would use the 
livery of heaven 
as a cloak to hide its 


serfdom 
to the devil. 
The Treasury- 


ehip is a matter between 
Mr. TEMPLE 


and 
those 
whose funds, but for his 


insolvency, 
he would 
have 
become 


the custodian. 
If,after the great finan- 


cial change 
Mr. Temple 
has 
under- 


gone, it is lawful and 
the people 
de- 


sire that he shall have control of their 
money, he will act as County Treas- 
urer; but if it is not deemed 
safe to 


entrust 
the 
county 
funds 
to 
one 


who, 
no 
matter 
how 
honest, 
is 


deeply 
involved, 
then 
the

The anxiety of certain parties to place 
the county funds in the hands 
of Mr. 


Temple's assignees,

In view of the fact that 
the city has 
temporarily, and perhaps 
finally, lost 


$23,000, the people
